In two mtnute& the firemen had spread 
their fire note and rescued a scoro of 
people. Tn five miniates, the flames 
were pouring from every window of 
the great istjc^atory building, and the 
firemen were forced back, knowing that 
there were people within whom it was 
Impossible to reach* 


From the third flooth where the firo 


started, the flames had worked up* 
ward and downward BO rapidly that 
escape was cut off to all above the 
fourth floor* 


It is impossible to tell how many and 


who were there*

Naw YORK, March 11.—R. G. Dun A 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says: 


BuBlncsi during the pait week baa t>oen ef- 


fected by the severe weather, but even more by 
Ihe stringency and uncertainty In the money 
markets. Rates for money have mounted from 
iyt on call to 10 per cent., and for two days 
ruled above 10 per cent., but the extreme pres- 
sure bus abated without any meaaure of relief, 
•ml un the announcement that tho treasury de- 
partment would not Iflfiuo bonds but use the 
bullion reserve In maintaining gold payments, 
Withdrawals of money for the west and south 
navo nearly ceased. Gold to amount of a |t,ODO,- 
000, was offered to tho treasury In exchange for 
legal tenders by the bank of Denver and us 
much moro by one bank at Chicago, and rates 
toro f ell to 0 per cent. Thcro was some liqui- 
dation In stocks, but none of Importance in 
products, and It Is evident tho restraint of ex- 


orts by speculation In the chief staples la 
n Important cause of monetary stringency 
nd of loss of gold by the treasury. It la stated 
iat a Now Yorlt operator has bought most of 
he wlioat nt Chicago and has Bent west a large 
iart, ol the money which has goije of lato, ex- 
ectlng to put up the price.

TOGETHER WITH GRE4T LOSS OF LIFE. 


Magnificent New Buildings, Just Erected 


in the Burnt District, Succumb to 


the Flames—-Graphic Descrip- 


tion! of the Awful Scene*. 


BOSTON, March!].—One of the moat 


destructive fires iu the history of Bos- 
ton, next in magnitude to the famous 
one of. Thanksgiving day, 1889, and in 
the same district, broke out shortly 
after 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and 
before it was placed under control, 
three hours later, had burned over more 
than a square; had reduced to ashes 
several of the magnificent new build- 
ings recently completed in the territory 
burned three and a naif years ago, and 
had consumed property valued by a 
conservative estimate at 34,600,000; had 
been attended by scenes of panic and 
distress never before,equaled in the 
memory of citizens now living, and had 
destroyed several, perhaps many, hu- 
man lives, and mangled or maimed at 
least thirty persons, some of whom will 
die of .their injuries. 


At 4:35 o'clock the alarm was sent in 


from box 52. It vras soon followed by 
a cecond and then a general alarm, 
The flames broke outin the toy depart- 
ment of Horace Partridge & Co., who 
occupied the fifth and sixth floors of 
the seven-story building, corner of 
Essex and Lincoln streets, owned by F. 
L. Ames. 


The cause Is at present unknown, but 


the start is described by those nearest 
it as resembling the bursting of a fire 
cracker. 
The flames spread with in- 


credible rapidity, and in a very few 
moments the entire interior was burn- 
ing. There were many employes of the 
Partridge company at work at the 
time, and the other floors were sprin- 
kled with human being's. 


The usual avenues ot escape were 


at once cut off and then began a scram- 
ble for life which sickened beholders. 
The panic-stricken 
inmates fled to 


windows and roof. Some escaped by 
shinning down telegraph poles, others 
by leaping into blankets and nets. 
Several jumped to the pavement, six or 
eight stories and were terribly mangled 
and others, how many can not now be 
told, fell back into the cauldron of 
flames or were overcome by the dense 
black smoke which suffocated all who 
did not speedily escape. The entire 
fire department of the city was quickly 
on the scene with those from Somer- 
ville, Cambridge, Newton, Quincy and 
Brockton.arriving later by train, 
For- 


tunately further help was not needed. 


Vast crowds began at once to flock 


x> the scene, and as a matter of precau- 
tion Gov. Russell ordered two compa- 
nies of militia under arms and pro- 
ceeded to the fire in person, where he 
was joined by Mayor Matthews. The 
fire spread rapidly from building to 
building, and despite tho heroic efforts 
of tho entire fire system of tho county, 
was not controred until the whole 
square bounded by Essex street on the 
north, Lincoln on tho east, Tufts on 
the south and Kingston on the west 
had been leveled; also one building 
north of Essex, extending along Colum- 
streot, three on the south' side of Lin- 
coln street and one corner of 
the 


State's hotel south off Tufts street, 
which coner contained the Emergency 
hospital. 


The principal buildings burned were 


as follows; 


Ames building, seven stories, corner 


Essex and Lincoln streets, where the 
fire started. 


Lincoln institute, five stories, on op- 


posite corner, on site of old Crystal 
Pal ace, occupied by tho Singer Manu- 
facturing Co. and a large mimber of 
other concerns. 


Lucllow "building, 135 Essex street. 
Bro\vn-Bin'rell building, seven sto- 


ries, corner of Essex and Kingston 
strcct-s, burned from roof to fourth floor. 
The fireproof walls of this building 
stemmed the tide of the flames to the 
north. 


Four-story briclc building, corner of 


Columbia and Essex streets, occupied 
by Wall & Barles, paper box manufac- 
turers, accl others. 


United States hotel, slightly dam- 


aged. 


Three-story building, between the 


Ames building- and the United States 
hotel, occupied as a dwelling in tho 
upper story and by small traders be- 
low. 


The con flagration a's viewed from a 


distance was grand. A dense, pall of 
black smoke covered that part of the 
citv and as darkness came on this was 
lighted up by the flames while occa- 
sionally tongues of firu and burning 
embers shot up volcano-liko into the 
ebony mass. 


Near by the scene was awful. 
"While 


the Ames building was burning there 
were echoed explosions like fireworks 
mingled with the hoarse shouts of fire- 
men, the clanging and pumping- of en- 
gines with the crashing of walls, the 
rumble from hurrying teams and the 
surging of the vast crowd -which soon 
gathered and rushed to and fro in every- 
body's way. The police service was ad- 
mirable. The streets were promptly 
roped ofE and in the right sections. 
The wires were as usual in the way, and 
in many places lay in tangled masses. 
The current however, had been turned 
off. 


The employes of many large stores 


in the vicinity were on duty until the 
fire was under control ready to move 
out goods i* nectssary. Jordan, Marsh 
& Co. kept 2,000 men for that purpose. 
Many proprietors near the fire moved 
their most valuable merchandise, as did 
several panic-stricken households. The 
largest buildings burned—the Araes, 
Lincoln and Brown-Durrell— were of 
modern construction, and built in the 
most noncombustiblo style possible 
for 
mercantile 
use. 
The 
Brown- 


Durrell had 
front walls of sand- 


stone and rear walls of brick. The 
Ames and Lincoln were much like it. 


Incoming trains from all directions 


were heavily loaded during the early 
evening, and probably over 50,000 out- 
siders helped to pack the streets in tho 
vicinity whUe the fire was in progress. 


A conservative estimate of the total 


loss is (4,500,000. The insurance will 
amount to about $4,000,000. 


The Saddeat Feature of the lire. 


The saddest feature of the fire is the 


loss of life, which can not be definitely 
known, but the number of dead ia 
thought to be at least twenty-five and 
may be much greater. 


The W& Amea building, owned by 


occupants. 


but most of the building was leased to 
Horace Partridge, tho big dealer in 
toys and small wares. This was his 
wholesale department and the floors 
were packed to the roof with toys of 
all kinds. In one room was a big lot 
of fire-works and tjiey went off with a 
rush. 


The cry of fire aroused all the em- 


ployes, but before even those on the 
floors could reach the stairs the flames 
had preceded them. The horror of the 
eituation cannot adequately be told. 
In two minutes the firemen had spread 
their fire nets and rescued a score of 
people. In five minutes the flames 
were pouring from every window of 
the great six-story building, and tho 
firemen were forced back, knowing that 
there were people within whom it was 
Impossible to reach. 


From the third floor, where the fire 


started, the flames had worked up- 
ward and downward so rapidly that 
escape was cut off to all above the 
fourth floor. 


It is impossible to tell how many and 


who were there. 
Tho hospitals are 


filled with tho maimed victims who 
were forced to jump from the w indows, 
and there arc anxious inquiries for 
many others who have not been, ac- 
counted for. 


Tho firemen say there must be many 


who met death on tho Partridge build-, 
ing, 


Tho captain of engine iiG says he saw 


four girls fall back into the flames(.and 
other firemen, tell of two others who 
met a similar fate on the opposite side 
of tho building. Tho excitement at tho 
scene was intense. 


The firemen spread their fire nets 


and caught many, but the human bodies 
dropped BO fast that it was impossible 
to catch all. Those who landed in the 
nets escaped with sprained limbs and a 
general shaking up. Tho poor fellows 
who struck the pavement were either 
dead, dying- OL- crippled for life. 


While this exciting work was going 


on, an incident even more thrilling 
was being- enacted on Kingston street. 
District Chief John Egan, of East Bos- 
ton, climbed to the roof of the Brown- 
Burrell building to see if it afforded a 
good position from which to fight the 
fire. He had barely reach the edge of 
the roof when a mighty volume of 
flame soared across the little alley that 
separated the building from the Par- 
tridge 
building 
and

block. Egan was fairly surrounded by 
I 


flames. His position was one of great 
peril. Stretched across the street from 
the roof of the Ames building to the 
roof of building opposite was a ca-

Eg-an hesitated but a moment, when 
he bold/ seized the cable and proceeded 
to cross to the opposite building hand 
over hand. He had proceeded but a 
few feet when it became apparent he 
could not last long, and greatly to the 
crowd's relief he threw both legs over 
the cable, which sagged dangerously 
beneath his weight, and slowly but te- 
diously made his way toward the op- 
posite side. His strength finally gave 
out, and the wire on the safo side was 
cut, letting himnown near the ground, 
when he dropped into a net unhurt. 


So much attention had been centered 


on Chief Egan that no one had noticed 
that he had been followed by two men 
on the roof. One belong-ed to hia own 
company. His name was Resttrick. He 
and a man unknown to him followed 
Chief Egan to the roof and got caught 
in the 
same whirlwind 
of flame. 


llcsttrick reached the stairs, but his 
hands and face were terribly burned; 
but the unknown stranger did not 
come down. The flames settled on the 
roof and it blazed up from a hundred 
places. 


Described by an Eyewitness. 


William S. F. Rumyclle, of New- 


chase & Co., said: "I first saw a man 
with his hair literally singed off his 
head running up tho street to the tirc- 
nlarm box. I sprang to the door and 
saw a spectacle that appalled me. A 
torrent of flame was literally pouring 
out of the windows in the center front 
of the Araes building. The people on 
the insido were throwing1 boxes and 
books out of the windows, and boys 
were picking them up. Very soon upon 
the parapet way above the street I saw 
three men 
and 
one woman clinff- 


,ing 
on 
to 
the 
stone 
work. 


There 
was 
no 
such 
thing 
as 


getting a ladder to them, owing to tho 
network of wires. That is tho worst 
corner for wires in, the city of Boston, 
and the whole street is in peril from 
them. We watched the quartette as 
.they clung for a few minutes only, 
while the crowd in the street stood in 
breathless silence. Then the four, one 
after another, let go; doivn they came 
a height of fully six stories and struck 
solidly on the frozen ground. Every 
one of tlis four were unconscious when 
reached, and all must be terribly in- 
jured. There could hardly be a wholo 
bone in their bodies. I saw two of 
them rushed by on a shutter."

Blanche had committed adultery with 
Capt. Winter. These wltneasea Uatl- 
fled that Capt. Winter had visited her 
ladyship at the Seabrooke hotel and 
dined with her there, and had accom- 
panied her afterward to her parlor. 


Lady Blanche then took the stand in 


her own defense. Sbo looked quite 
unembarrassed, 
and 
retained 
her 


self-possession remarkably well, an- 
swering 
questions 
promptly 
and 


smiling1 pleasantly, indifferently or sar- 
castically, as the queries seemed to 
supgeBt. Her ladyship said that ahe 
had known Capt Winter for fourteen 
years. 
She acknowledged that he 


had dined with her and visited her par- 
lor at the Seabrooke hotel, but she 
swore emphatically that she had never 
been pruilty of the- slightest impropri- 
ety with him or any one elie. Her 
ladyship recounted in detail her vialt 
to Pau and Paris and what she had 
done while there, and testified posi- 
tively that Couut de Modro had never 
been in her room at night. The count 
had, it was true, frequently visited her 
and her friends, both at Pau and Paris 
and London, but there was never any 
secrecy about his visits. 


Lady Blanche denied that uhe had 


ever kept a watch on the bedroom of 
Count Jean do Madre in Bury street as 
testified to by de Madre's former valet, 
Crookham. She had, however, visited 
de Madre there. When she went to 
Bournemouth to see her son Thomas 
Evelyn at school. De Madre visited 
and dined with her at the hotel where 
she was stopping, but ho never was In 
her bedroom. Lady Blanche testified 
that she had dismissed her maid, Miss 
Crook, from hei service because ahe 
suspected her of improper relations 
witli Count Paul de Madre's valet, 
Crookham. When Miss 'Crook received 
notice of dismissal, she declared that 
sho would write to hl» lordship and 
cause a scandal. Lady Blanche as- 
serted in positive language that Crook's 
statements as to her ladyship's rela- 
tions with Count Jean de Madre were 
absolutely false and pure Inventions, 
and that she was never guilty of any 
impropriety with De Madre anywhere.

Garter Harrison was born in Fayette 


county, Kentucky, February 25th, 1825. 
He traces his descent to Cromwell's lieu- 
tenant-general, Richard A. Harrison, who 
led Charles I. to the block. HIB great- 
grandfather, Carter H, Harrison of Vir- 
ginia, waa a brother of Benjamin Har- 
rison, signer of the Declaration ol Inde- 
pendence, and the great-grandfather of 
the retiring president. Carter's father 
died eight months after his death. 


The family had previously moved to 


Kentucky, and Garter graduated from 
Harvard College in ,1845. He studied 
law bnt did not practice it nntil 1855 
when he settled in Chicago and invested 
heavily in real estate. In 1871 he was 
elected oonnty commissioner and in 1874 
was elected to congress. In April, 1879, 
he was elected mayor of Chicago and re- 
elected in 1881, and for the third time in 
1883. In 1888 he was the Democratic 
candidate for governor of Illinois, bnt 
was defeated by a majority of 12,000 
Should he be elected mayor ot Chicago 
in April, it will be for a fourth term in 
that office. 


THE Republicans of Deoaiur township 


will meet in convention to-night and will 
nominate the ticket which will be elect- 
ed at the polls on the 4th day of April, 
1893. The convention will be a clean, 
popular one, judging from the result of 
the primaries, where every candidate will 
have a fair show.

No attempt was ever 
made to dictate to the convicts what re 
ligioua teaching they must accept or 
what religions teaching they should no 
have. Bnt since the campaign made by 
appeals to religions prejudice, resulting 
in the appointment ot Ohaplain Stephan 
all this CBS been changed. 


Mr. Stephen has ordered that none bn 


Lutherans and Catholics shall be allowec 
to teach these convicts, and accordingly 
has dismissed the volunteer teachers am 
arranged to ship in from a Lutheran nni 
versify by rail, once a week, a lot of stu 
dents as teachers. Bach religious intol 
eration has never before been known i 
Illinois, and yet it is simply the legit;

Fill the case 
with the dried flower petals, whose varied 
tints will show beautifully through the 
bolting cloth agaicst the background ot 
color.
